Helnze's explanation of the; details.of 
Various matters pertaining.to electrici- 
ty was given in such a manner as to 
make-it easily understood- by those 
present.

•.the sneaker started oft 
by stating 


that electricity was not a substance 
but-a condition. He then performed the 
first experiments Itnown to. science -in 
which an electric spark was produced. 
He declared that the electric spark was 
known to the scientists of 600, B. C. 
Continuing he said 
that 
men 
can 


create the condition which results 
electricity, 
-. 


They are constantly pushing it into 


new forms. makinB it do new things, 
'yet all o£ the time it. is the same elec- 
tricity as that which Hopped off a rod 
when some one of the olden philoso 
phers happened to rub it hard. 


Mr. Heinze used a black-board 
to 


draw pictures of waves, of currents, 
and then he produced the currents he 
described. To the untrained eye these 
currents were not visible. 


A dozen tubes of various shapes and 


lengths were brought into use and the 
lights of the church were turned out 
as the currents were thrown into the 
tubes. 
One of the best of these dis- 


plays was that of the long tube which 
whirled about wind mill fashion, while 
within it, was a cold blue light. 
The 


Crockes tube, which showed 
a 
Mal- 


tese'cross when the current entered it, 
was highly pleasing. 


The lecturer caused a spark to jump 


through the air. 
The spark travelled 


through about eight inches of space, 
but with sufficient power could have 
made it jump a greater distance. His 
concluding experiments had to do with 
the Roentgen X-ray. He explained it 
briefly and made several demonstra- 
tions. Later ho threw 
the 
primary 


colors on to a, screen by means of a 
spectrum. These 
were produced 
by 


projecting the light through glass and 
the colors deepened or faded accord- 
ing 
as 
Mr. Heinze manipulated tho 
coil. 


The lecture was highly instructive 
as .it illustrated in a simple and spec- 
tacular way many of the most won- 
dc-rtul qualities of electricity.

of bringing the question of woman suffrage more directly to the atteutio 
'of the people. She is wealthy and she is also a good talker. She will tak 
the stump in New Hampshire and will draft other suffragists or suffragette 
to help her in the campaign, so that lively times may be expected next fal 
in New.Hampshire. 


THE BRITISH 
PARLIAMENT. 


_ 
The British parliament has met and organized, although it has not re- 


opened-for business, the first essential step with every new purliumeir 
being the reading of the lung's speech which sets the ball a rolling. That 
event,'which is attended with.great-pomp and ceremony, will take plim; nn 
February 21. In the meantime Premier Asquith will have time (o confer not 
only with the king but also with Hon. John E. Redmond, the leader of the 
Irish parliamentary party, and also with the leader of the Labor party, so 
that he can tell just how far he can rely upon these elements for support 
on the various measures to be brought up. 
The Labor men, or at least 


some of the most prominent of them, want the House of Lords wiped out 
of existence altogether; but (he British premier has no intention of pro- 
posing anything of the kind. What will probably be proposed is a modifica- 
tion of the veto power so that the commons can pass any measure it insists 
upon in a single parliament. That would servo very well, for on a measure 


' which the Lords foresaw would pass anyhow, they would prefer (o con- 


cur with the Commons on (he first submission of (he bill, rather than to be 
compelled to concur on the second or third. 


Another proposition for the reformation of the upper house is to have 


the Peers elect a sufficient number from their own body to.serve as mem- 
bers of the House of Lords. That would not serve the present and immedi- 
ate purposes of the ministry and i*, therefore, not likely to be favored at 
the present time. The Liberals want to curtail the powers of the Lord* 
so that they can have the budget carried and a home rule bill for Ireland 
passed. Separate conferences have already been held by the Irish leaders 
with Premier Asquilh and Chancellor George. 


Mr. Redmond,, in order to protect himself against the false imputa- 


tions of some of the O'Brien followers, took with him to these conferences 
his two able lieutenants, T. P. O'Connor and John Dillon, both eminently able 
and honorable men whose word will be accepted by the country at lar<;e 
no matter what dissident or factionist may contradict or misrepresent 
them. 


Hon. John E.'Redmond, the astute Irish leader, will use his power with 


calmness and discretion. He has already declared that he will not attempt 
to hamper the ministry by dictating the order in which tho measures down 
on the program shall be taken up. He is satisfied (hat the veto power of 
the Lords should first, receive attention. 
To place it first on the procram 


is a concession to Redmond, for should the ministry pass that measure and 
be defeated on the budget, one of the greatest obstacles to home rule for 
Ireland will have been removed. 


There can be.no doubt whatever that Mr. 
Redmond 
has received 


private assurances that a home rule bill will be taken np immediately after 
the passage of the budget and the curtailment of tho veto power of the 
upper house. 
Mr. Redmond is urged io vote against the budget by the 


factionists; but even if it be somewhat burdensome, on Ireland it should 
be accepted as an alternative of home rule. Anything that i* objectionahlc 
or burdensome can be remedied afterwords, whereas if the opportunity for 
home rule be let slip, no similar 
opportunity 
may 
present 
itself 
for 


many years. 


It is easy for carping critics like Hcaley and O'Brien Io brawl. 
They 


are irreconcilable deslruetionists. II is their policy to tear down, whereas 
Mr. Redmond by his wise leadership has proved the 
wisdom 
ol' 
com- 


promising when by so doing he cnn secure substantial reforms hiieh as lie. 
has won during the past six years—effecting a 
peaceful 
revolution 
by 


wiping out landlordism, securing old age pensions and many oilier important 
concessions. 


Should cither the budget or the vefo reform measure be persistently 


rejected by the Lords, one of two things must result. Either Hie king shall 
create liberal pce.rs enough to carry the measure at issue 
or 
else 
the 


ministry must dissolve parliament and appeal to the country for a mandate 
from Hie people which the Lords cannol ignore. 


With the two great parties so nearly equal in voting slrenglh it is not 


likely that the Icing would resort io the extreme, step of .creating new peers 
to carry-any of the measures now under consideration as it is not imBtomary 
for the sovereign (o cast his power and inlluence in (he balance in favor of 
either party. To do so might <:cwl him the Ihronc. 


Tho Liberals claim Io have a( present a I'avonibki mandale from Ilir 


people, but Ihe Lords insist dial il is not decisive, that (ho Liberal majorily 
is secured by a coalition with elements Hint favor Ihe protcrlive policy as 
opposed to free trade favored by the ministry.

of the Meeting, by Treasurer 
Blanchard and Deacon Liddell 


The First Congregational church, last 


night,.was the scene of great rejoicing. 
The event was a jubilee and one of 
the big reasons for It was contained 
in the fact that a $9700 mortgage note 
contracted in the year 1900. to 
the 


Lowell Institution of Savings, is wiped 
out. A. recent payment of 55800 put it 
out of the running. 


The jubilation started with a turkey 


supper, served by the Ladies' Benevo- 
lent society, of which Mrs. William 
Chapman is president. Covers were laid 
for 250 and there were no vacant-Seats, 


The exercises, after supper, opened 


with'the singing of "Blest Be the-Tie 
That Binds." Rev. B. A. Willmott af- 
ter a few happy remarks introduced 
as presiding officer 
of 
the 
evening,

church 


treasurer, read a financial statement 
covering the whole period of the life of 
the church. 
He said that when the 


present pastor came, in January, 1906, 
there was a debt of $18,600 offered to 
him as an inducement. He then read 
the figures showing the progress of 
reducing the debt during the four years 
of Mr. Willmott's pastorate, and as he 
read, a paper chain of 19 links, each 
link representing one thousand dollars, 
was almost demolished, one link at a 
time being cut off, until only five links 
remained, representing, practically, the 
total remaining indebtedness. 
Mr. Dunlap an "Outside Deacon" 


Harry Dunlap was 
introduced 
by 


Deacon Carter as' "chairman ' of

outside board of deacons." Mr. Dun- 


lap has been very active in the work

It was not an act of heroism on my 
part, but I do not know that I should 
have refused, had I known about it.. I 
knew then, that the church could not 
go on, and live, unless it paid that 
debt.

He then spoke of tho small gifts, nnd 


said that nothing touched him so much 
as the gifts from the kindergarten and 
the primary departments. Some o£ the 
children shoveled snow or sold popcort 
to raise their contributions, nnd other? 
went 
without, candy. 
"The hopefu 


thing-," he added,'"is not that we raised 
$6000, but that the boys and girls are 
getting help, so that they will learn to 
give. 


"What do we try to do for the city 


of Lowell? We are not trying to dab- 
ble in Its politics. 
Deliver me from 


your political, parson.

to the very thing he Is trying to serve.

THE BRITISH 
PARLIAMENT. 


The British parliament has met and organized, although it has not yet 


opened for business, the first essential slop wiih every new parliament 
being the reading of the king's speech which sets (he ball a rolling; That 
event, which is attended with great pomp and ceremony, will lake place on 
February 21. Tn the meantime Premier Asquith will have time to confer not 
only with the king but nlso with Hon. John E. Redmond, the leader of the 
Irish parliamentary party, and also with the leader of the Labor party, so 
that he can tell just how far he can rely upon' these elements for support, 
on the various measures to" be brought up. 
The Labor men, or at least 


some of the most prominent of them, wnnt the House of Lords wiped out 
of existence altogether; but the British premier has no intention of pro- 
posing anything .of the kind. What will probably be proposed is a tnodifica- 


.J tibn of the veto power so'1 that (he commons can pass any measure it insists 


upon in a single parliament. That would serve very well, for on a measure 
which the Lords foresaw would puss nnyhow, (hey would prefer to con- 
cur wifh the Commons on the first submission of the bill, rather than (o be 
compelled to concur on the second or (bird. 


Another proposition for the reformation of the upper house is to have 


the Peers elect a sufficient number from (heir own body to serve as mem- 
bers of the House of Lords. That would not serve the present and immedi- 
ate purposes of the ministry and is, therefore, not likely to be favored at 
the present time. The Liberals want to curtail the powers of (he Lords 
so that they can have the budget carried mid a home rule bill for Ireland 
passed. Separate conferences have already been held by the Irish leaders 
with Premier Asquith and Chancellor George. 


Mr. Redmond, in order to protect himself against the false imputa- 


tions of some of the O'Brien followers, took with him (o thesis conferences 
his two able lieutenants, T. P. O'Connor and John Dillon, both eminently able 
and honorable men whoso word will be accepted by the country at large 
no matter what dissident or fnclioaist may contradict or misrepresent 
them. . . . 
. 


Hon. John 15. Redmond, the astute Irish leader, will use his power with 


calmness and discretion. He has already declared that he will not attempt 
to hamper the ministry by dictating the order in which the measures down 
on the program shall be taken up. He is satisfied that the veto power of 
the Lords should first receive attention. To place it first on the program 
is a concession to Redmond, for should the ministry pass thai measure and 
be defeated on the budget, one of the greatest obstacles (o home rule fin- 
Ireland will have been removed. 


There can be no doubt whatever that Mr. 
Redmond 
has 
received 


•private assurances that a home rule bill will be taken up immediately after 
the passage of the budget and the curtailment of tho veto power of the 
upper house. 
JJr. Redmond is urged to vote against the. budget by the 


factionists; but even if it he somewhat burdensome on Ireland it should 
be accepted as an alternative of home rule. Anything that is objectionable 
or burdensome can be remedied afterwards, whereas if the opportunity for 
home rule he let slip, no similar 
opportunity may 
present 
iisclf 
for 


many years.

The trustees of public cemettries in 


the city of Lowell, respectfully submit 
their annual report.

arid single' graves. There are upward 
of four'miles of avenues. 


The funds available for their care 


are derived from two sources: Appro- 
priations made annually by your hon- 
orable' body, and interest on Perpetual 
Care funds, so called. 
During the past two years, appropri- 
ations have been $7,500,000 annually. 
There has been expended for care of 


perpetual care lots, in round numbers, 
?1500 annually. 
The revenues of the cemeteries, pay-' 


able to the city treasurer, are derived 
from: Sale of lots and graves; annual 
cdre and repair of lots; interments and 
deeds.

This report may well servo the pur- 


pose of urging upon all lot owners the 
expediency of providing perpetual care 
for 
lots. Under the present scheme, 


one-fourth of the interest on the neces- 
sary one hundred dollars, to wit: One 
dollar per year is laid aside, so that

Mr. John O. Hsinze 


TO 
MEN'S CLUB OF CAUVARY 


CHURCH 


The Qualities of Electricity Graphis- 


ally Described and Illustrated by 
Apparatus—Large Audience Heard 
the Lecture 


John O. Heinze, inventor of electri- 


cal appliances and promoter ' of auto- 
mobile races, pleased a large and ap- 
preciative audience at the Calvary 
Baptist phurch last night 
when 
he 


gave an interesting lecture, the sub- 
ject of which was "What Is Electrici- 
ty" 
The lecture was one of- the se- 
ries of talks in the "New .Departure-. 
Course," by the Men's club. Mr. 
Heinze'a explanation of tho details of 
various matters pertaining to electrici- 
ty was given in such a manner as to. 
rtmke It easily understood by those 
present. 
The speaker started off by stating 
that electricity was not a. substance 
hilt a condition. He then performed the 
first experiments known to science in 
which an electric spark was produced. 
He'declared that the electric spark was 
known to the scientists .of 600. .B. .C. 
Continuing he said 
that 
men 
can 
create the condition which results in 
electricity. 
.-' 
They are 'constantly pushing it into 


new forms, makine it do new things, 
yet all of tho time it is the same elecr 
tricity as that.which hopped oft a rod 
when some one of the olden philoso- 
phers happened to rub It hard. 


Mr.- Heinze used . a black-board to 


draw pictures of, waves of 
currents, 
and then he produced the currents he 
described. To the untrained eye these 
currents were not visible. 
A. dozen tubes of various shapes and 


lengths were brought into use and the 
lights ot the church -were turned out 
as the currents were thrown. Into the 
tubes. 
One o£ the best of these dis- 
plays was that of tho long tube which 
whirled about.wind mill fashion, while 
within it,' was a cold bluo light. 
The 


Crookes tubo, which showed a Mal- 
tese cross when the current entered it, 
was-highly pleasing. 
• The ;locturer caused a spark to jump 
through the air: The spark travelled 
throug-h about eight Inches of space, 
but with sufficient power could have 
made 'it jump a greater distance. His 
concluding experiments had to do with 
the Roentgen X-ray. 
Ho explained it 
briefly and made several demonstra- 
tions, Later he threw the 
primary 


colors on. to a screen by means of a 
spectrum. These were produced by 
projecting the light through glass ami 
the colors deepened or laded accord- 
ing- us 
Mr. Helnzc manipulated tho 
coil. 


The lecture was highly instructive 


as it illustrated in a simple and spec- 
tacular w.ay many of the most won- 
derful qualities o£ electricity.

the church. 
He said' that when the 


present pastor came, in January, 1906, 
there 'was a debt of $18,COO offered to 
him as an inducement.

THE BRITISH 
PARLIAMENT. 


'_ 
The British pnrliament has met nnd organised, although it has not yet 


opened for business, the .first essential step with ever,- new parliament- 
being the reading of 'the king's speech which sets ihe ball n rolling. That 
event, which is attended with great pomp and ceremony, will take place 
February.21. In the meantime Premier Asquith will have time to confer not 
only with the king but also with Hon. John E. Redmond, the leader of the 
Irish parliamentary party, and also with the leader of the Labor party, so 
that he can tell just how far he can rely upon these elements for support 
on the various measures to be. brought up. 
The Labor men, or at least 


some of the most prominent of them, want the House of Lords wiped out 
of existence altogether; but the British premier has no intention of pro- 
.posing anything of the kind. VThat will probably be proposed is a modifica- 


- lion of the veto power so that tho commons can pass any measure it insists 


upon in a single parliament. That would serve very weli, for on a measure 
which (he Lords foresaw would pass anyhow, they would prefer to con- 
cur with the Commons on the flrst submission of fhe bill, rather than to be 
compelled to concur on the second or third. 


-. 
Another proposition for the reformation of fhe upper house is to have 


the Peers elect a sufficient number from their own body to serve as mem- 
bers of the House of Lords. That would not serve the present and immedi- 
ate purposes of the ministry and is, therefore, not likely to be favored at 
the present time. 
The Liberals want to curtail the powers of the Lords 


sq that they can have the budget carried and a home rule bill for Ireland 
passed. Separate conferences have already been held by the Irish leaders 
with Premier Asquith and Chancellor George. 


Mr. Redmond, in order to protect himself against the false imputa- 


tions of some of the O'Brien followers, took with him to these conferences 
his two able lieutenants, T. P. O'Connor and John Dillon, both eminently able 
and honorable men whoso word will be accepted by the country at large
